As regard to applicant first argument, "Burgin fails to disclose one or more specifications correspondingly specifying the one or more 
user interface displays". Examiner disagrees; the claim language is presented in an alternative form "one or more" therefore Burgin still 
read on the claimed invention. Burgin discloses the self-contained digital album, this album is transmitted via email to the receiver, and 
the receiver does not need any software in order to retrieve the album. The specification is the software (or the executable instruction) 
that contained within the album to produce the image interface for the user to view (see Burgin page.2, par 25-26,34). 

As regard to applicant second argument, "Reyna does not disclose process by the computing device a binary file generated by a source 
application to identify one or more user interface displays rendered when contents of the binary file are viewed using the source 
application". Examiner disagrees, different types of data that are executed by the computer will finally break down into the binary form (0 
and 1), so that the computer can read and understand, Reyna discloses platform independent format for example, XML, ASCII file or 
binary file.. .(see Reyna pg.2 par 17).. 
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
